BASIC MONEY BUGABOO 

The gold mines of California, Colorado and 
other states are slowing down because under pre- 
sent conditions the cost of mining gold is more than 
$20 an ounce, the basic money price fixed for it by 
governments. For’ the same reason late dispatches 
state that Nome, the great gold mining camp of 
Alaska ,which a few years ago had a population of 
over -15,000 now has less than 200. Cripple Creek, 
in Colorado, one ofthe greatest gold mining camps 
in the world a short time ago, is now practically de- 
serted with elegant brick store buildings and hotels 
the habitation of bats and owls, and the M dland 
railroad tracks to that once large city ‘have been 
torn up. ; 

Then why not change the valuation of gold 
from $20 an ounce to $25 or. $30 or whatever is ne- 
cessary to meet the cost of its production and leave 
a margin of profit to the miner Why not? There 
is no more sense in a monetary value based upon 
any metal at a cost for the metal less than it can 
be produced for, and the whole system of basing 
money on any metal is more folderol than anything 
else. In the business of this country or the world, 
money basic or otherwise plays but a very small 

\part—only five per cent of the whole. The rest 
is done by bank credit. 

Ninety-five per cent of all the business of the 
whole world is merely an exchange of commo- 
dities or an exchange of bank checks. Go and bor- 
row a thousand dollars tomorrow—you never see it, 
and neither does anybody else, The basic thousand 
is there, but it keeps changing hands, or rather 
changing credit, until it does hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of business. We do over fifty 
b‘llions in business yearly, -yet have less than three 
billions of money. Ninety-five per cent of all busi- 
ness is not transacted with any kind of money at 
alal, but with an exchange media. There never 
was a greater fallacy on earth than McKinley’s gold 
buggery and Bryan’s silver sixteen to one—not one, 
but ‘both of them. It tore the country from center 
to Circumfrence, and we all tore our heir about it,
